Injections That Lessen The 


Effects cf Certain Diseases 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN, M D. 


WITH the rapid development of 
science during the past few years, 
we have discovered that within the 
blood there are substances known 
as immune bodies which help the 
body to throw off infections. 
Most of these substances are in 
the protein part of the blood known 
as the gamma globulin fraction, 
Thus, gamma globulin may prevent 
or make measles milder and may do 
the same for scarlet fever, German 
measles, whooping cough, chicken­ 
pox, and a liver condition known as 
hepatitis. 


Injection Given 
Gamma globulin is given By In-1 
jection into a muscle. It causes only 
alight local reactions. It may be 
jf.ven safely to persons who are 
allergic or oversensitive, It is not 
advised that it be given by injection 
into a vein. 
In measles, in about three-fourths 
of the cases, the injection of gamma ! 
globulin will produce complete pro- \ 
tection against the discase for three J 
or four wacks. The injection seems 
to prevent the disease in about a 
third of the ca.*es and makes it much 
milder in the remainder. It is ad­ 
vised that the substance be given 
within six days after exposure to 
the disorder. 


Should Be Protected 
All children under three years of 
age, and those in poor health should 
bt protected against measles, if pos­ 
sible. For others, it may b« advisa­ 
ble to give a lesser dose of the 
gamma globulin. This does not pre­ 
vent the disease, but the attack is 
rn .de milder. In this way, the chi I 


J accur> s permanent immunity to the 
t disorder thereafter. 
Epidemics of a liver condition, 
known as infectious hepatitis, may 
occur. It has been found that with 
the gamma globulin, 90 per cent of 
those receiving the gamma globulin 
are protected against this condition. 
It is suggested that at present this 
protection against infectious hepa­ 
titis be limited to the protection of 
those having other diseases, preg- 
I rant women, and those working in 
1 military institutions. The gamma 
1 globulin appears to h*ve no effect 
against this disorder after it occurs. 
Case* of Mump* 
The gamma globulin does not 
I stem to have any effect in mumps, 
i but will prevent chickenpox. It may 
! be used in children’s hospitals to 
< prevent contagion diseases where 
cross-infection 
with 
chickenpox 
: might be frequent, 
j 
It has been found, too, that gam- 
I ma globulin administered to babies 
j with whooping cough may shorten 
I the course of the dir ease, reduce the 
seventy, and lessen the number of 
; complications. 
Gamma globulin hat also been 
found quite helpful in treating scar­ 
let fever and in lessening the num­ 
ber of complications of this discase. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


E. JI.: I have been bothered for 
the past seven months with cardio­ 
spasms. What causes this condi­ 
tion ? 
Answer: The cause of cardio­ 
spasm is not known. It may be due 
to some nervous disturbance, al­ 
though further study is needed to 
find out just exactly what brings on 
this condition.
